Birth  Rate. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  19.5  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  as  compared  with  16. 1  for  1943 
and  17.6  for  England  ancf  Wales. 

Death  Rate. 

The  Death  Rate  was  13.5  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  as  compared  with  13.6  for  1943 
and  1 1.6  for  England  and  Wales. 

Infant  Mortality. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  40.4  shows  a  slight  increase  on  the  figure  for  1943,  which  was  33.3. 
The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  46. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  per  1,000  total  births  was  2.3,  as  compared  with  2.2  in  1943.  The 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  1.93. 

Zymotic  Deaths. 

A  total  of  4  zymotic  deaths  was  returned,  as  follows  : — Cerebro-spinal  Fever,  1  ;  Whooping 
Cough,  3. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

HOSPITALS. 

The  hospital  service  for  the  area  remained  unchanged.  The  West  Suffolk  General  Hospital,  Bury 
St.  Edmunds,  which  is  classed  as  IA,  under  the  Emergency  Hospital  Service,  accommodated  a  number 
of  E.M.S.,  as  well  as  local  patients.  The  White  Lodge  Emergency  Hospital,  Newmarket,  which  is 
primarily  an  E.M.S.  hospital,  admitted  a  limited  number  of  non-E.M.S.  cases,  including  tuberculous 
patients  and  maternity  cases  under  the  County  Council’s  schemes.  The  accommodation  for  tuberculous 
patients  was  increased  to  60,  three  huts  having  been  adapted  for  the  purpose.  Of  these  one  was  reserved 
for  Service  patients,  and  the  other  two  for  County  cases. 

A  certain  number  of  non  E.M.S.  cases  attended  the  Out-Patient  department  at  White  Lodge,  the 
Ministry  of  Health  having  consented  to  this  procedure  provided  that  no  other  accommodation  was  avail¬ 
able,  and  that  an  assessment  should  be  made  and  the  cost  recovered  from  the  patient  where  practicable. 

MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  four  registered  Nursing  Homes  with  a  total  of  nine  beds  for  mater¬ 
nity  cases,  and  five  for  other  cases.  Six  applications  for  exemption  were  received  and  granted. 

TRAINING  OF  NURSES. 

The  training  of  Assistant  Nurses  has  proceeded  satisfactorily,  a  full-time  sister-tutor  having  taken 
up  her  duties  in  April.  The  training  is  started  at  Walnuttree  Hospital,  Sudbury,  but  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  all  Nurses  to  be  transferred  during  the  course  of  their  training  to  White  Lodge  Hos¬ 
pital,  Newmarket,  to  gain  further  experience. 

During  the  year  seven  probationers,  of  whom  two  defaulted,  were  accepted  for  training.  Fifteen 
were  in  training  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

The  shortage  of  nurses  has  presented  many  difficulties  to  the  County  Nursing  Association.  One 
large  district  was  for  many  months  without  a  nurse,  and  a  temporary  amalgamation  bad  to  be  made  with 
a  neighbouring  district.  No  permanent  emergency  nurses  were  available,  and  thus,  nurses  had  to  depend 
on  the  goodwill  of  each  other  to  help  during  times  of  holiday,  sickness  or  other  emergency.  It  is  very 
much  to  the  credit  of  the  nurses  that  in  time  of  need  help  was  always  forthcoming. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  Civil  Defence  Ambulances  and  sitting  case  cars  again  played  an  important  part  in  supple¬ 
menting  the  work  of  the  ambulances  provided  for  the  civil  population  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

No  change  was  made  in  the  facilities  available,  nor  in  the  arrangements  made  for  carrying  out  the 
work  for  w'hich  the  County  Council  is  responsible. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICE. 


MIDWIFERY. 

(a)  Domiciliary  Service. 

The  arrangement  for  carrying  out  the  midwifery  service  of  the  County  through  the  County  Nursing 
Association  has  continued  in  force  as  have  also  the  ante-natal,  post-natal  and  consultative  and  emergency 
unit  services. 

The  number  of  midwives  practising  at  the  end  of  the  year  in  the  area  served  by  the  Council  was 
seventy-six.  In  1944  they  attended  as  midwives  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  fourteen  cases,  w'hile  in 
seven  hundred  and  three  cases  they  acted  as  Maternity  Nurses,  there  being  a  practitioner  in  attend¬ 
ance.  Medical  help  was  called  by  midwives  in  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  seventy-six  cases,  which  repre¬ 
sents  a  percentage  of  30.7  of  the  domiciliary  cases.  In  two  hundred  and  thirty-three  of  these  cases 
medical  help  was  sought  in  respect  of  the  mother,  and  in  forty-three  cases  in  respect  of  the  baby. 
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A  total  of  three  hundred  and  twenty-six  ante-natal  examinations  including  four  second  examina¬ 
tions  were  made.  This  figure  represents  43.5  per  cent,  of  the  total  domiciliary  midwifery  cases  taken 
by  the  Midwives  during  1944.  Thirty-five  post-natal  examinations  were  made  during  the  period. 

(b)  Institutional  Maternity  Accommodation.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  OF  SPECIAL  NATURE. 

Fifteen  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  or  fever  were  notified  during  the  year.  Eight  of  these  occurred 
in  institutions,  three  were  removed  to  hospital,  and  in  the  other  cases  the  necessary  facilities  for  treatment 
were  available. 

There  were  five  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  One  case  was  removed  to  a  hospital. 

THE  CARE  OF  ILLEGITIMATE  CHILDREN. 

For  some  years  past  it  has  been  the  practice  to  refer  difficult  cases  to  the  St.  Edmundsbury  and 
Ipswich  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Association,  who  have  willingly  given  help  and  advice.  In  addition, 
the  Association  have  had  arrangements  for  the  care  of  a  certain  number  of  such  cases  in  appropriate 
Homes,  and  the  County  Council  has  made  a  contribution  towards  the  cost  of  their  maintenance. 

Following  the  issue  of  Circular  2866  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  urging  Welfare  Authorities  to  form 
a  scheme  for  the  care  of  these  children,  and  suggesting  that  the  most  promising  line  of  attack  would  be 
to  co-operate  with,  and  reinforce  the  work  of,  existing  Moral  Welfare  Associations,  an  approach  was 
made  to  the  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Association  suggesting  that  they  should  undertake  this  work,  and 
they  agreed  to  do  so. 

In  order  to  cope  with  the  extra  duties  falling  on  their  workers,  they  appointed  a  wholetime  warden 
for  St.  Elizabeth’s  Home  in  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  thus  enabling  the  former  Warden  and  Visitor  to  devote 
the  whole  of  her  time  to  visiting.  In  view  of  this,  the  County  Council  agreed  to  make  a  grant  of  £100 
per  annum  to  the  Association. 

A  letter  was  sent  to  the  Matrons  of  all  Institutions  in  the  County  with  maternity  beds, 
and  to  all  Health  Visitors,  district  nurses  and  relieving  officers,  asking  them  to  report 
to  the  Public  Health  Department  any  cases  of  illegitimate  babies  that  might  come  to  their  notice, 
so  that  they  might  be  referred  to  the  Moral  Welfare  Association.  Twenty-one  cases  were  thus  referred 
during  the  year.  Arrangements  were  also  made  for  the  Branch  Workers  of  the  Association  to  report 
back  to  the  Public  Health  Department  on  the  arrangements  made  for  the  mothers’  confinement,  and  the 
disposal  of  the  babies.  It  is  thus  possible  for  the  health  visitors  to  follow  up  each  case  after  the  birth 
of  the  child. 

THE  CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS. 

The  County  is  covered  by  District  Nursing  Associations.  Most  of  the  District  Nurses  have  cars, 
and  are  therefore  able  and  willing  to  take  a  premature  child  to  Hospital,  should  this  be  necessary.  On 
discharge  from  hospital,  the  Health  Visitor  is  informed.  In  most  districts  the  health  visiting  has  been 
carried  out  by  the  District  Nurses,  and  premature  babies  nursed  at  home  can  therefore  be  supervised  by 
them  in  their  double  capacity  of  district  midwife  and  health  visitor. 

Arrangements  have  now  been  made  for  obtaining  information  about  premature  babies,  from  all 
district  midwives  and  hospitals  with  maternity  wards. 

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES  AND  HOME  VISITING  AND  SUPERVISION. 

The  sixteen  Infant  Welfare  Centres  maintained  and  staffed  by  the  County  Council  have  been  con¬ 
tinued  throughout  the  year  and  have  been  open  to  evacuees. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  7,121  attendances  (7,153  in  1943,  6,272  in  1942,  6,716  in  1941,  5,167  in 

1940,  and  5,030  in  1939)  were  made  by  children  attending  these  centres  ;  of  these,  3,382  attendances 
were  made  by  children  under  one  year  of  age. 

The  number  of  children  who  attended  for  the  first  time  was  938  (777  in  1943,  773  in  1942,  957  in 

1941,  642  in  1940,  and  550  in  1939)  and  this  number  included  680  children  under  the  age  of  one  year. 

The  total  number  of  visits  paid  during  the  year  was  20,214.  This  included  5,996  visits  to  children 
under  one  year  of  age,  and  14,218  visits  to  children  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five. 

No  cleansing  centres,  apart  from  the  treatment  of  scabies,  have  been  set  up  in  this  County,  either 
for  school-children  or  pre-school  children.  The  policy  of  educating  the  parents,  through  home-visiting, 
in  preventative  as  well  as  in  curative  measures,  has  been  adopted,  and  has  proved  very  largely  successful, 
the  numbers  of  “  dirty  ”  families  having  become  comparatively  small.  Where  a  child  is  found  to  be 
infected,  the  application  of  Lethane  oil  is  always  recommended.

VII.  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  the  work  has  proceeded  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year.

WAR  TIME  NURSERIES. 

The  War-time  Nurseries  at  Sudbury  and  Lavenham  were  maintained  throughout  the  year,  the 
average  attendance  being  at  Sudbury  21,  and  at  Lavenham  15. 

Owing  to  staffing  shortage  and  illness,  it  was  found  necessary  to  close  the  Nursery  at  Haverhill  on 
March  20th  for  a  temporary  period.  It  was  re-opened  on  April  12th,  but  after  consultation  with  the 
Ministry  of  Labour,  the  Ministry  of  Health  decided  to  close  it  permanently  on  June  30th,  in  view  of  the 
staffing  difficulties,  the  low  attendance,  and  the  heavy  demands  for  nurseries  in  industrial  regions. 

WELFARE  OFFICER. 

The  number  of  evacuated  persons  in  the  County,  which  had  been  greatly  reduced  at  the  end  of 
the  previous  year,  was  increased  during  1944  by  the  return  of  old  cases  and  by  new  cases  arriving  by 
private  arrangement,  as  well  as  by  the  official  parties  of  mothers  and  children,  and  unaccompanied 
children  that  were  sent  to  all  parts  of  the  County  during  the  summer,  as  a  result  of  renewed  enemy  air 
attacks  on  London. 

Assistance  in  dealing  with  the  many  difficulties  experienced  both  by  evacuated  persons  and  by  house¬ 
holders,  was  rendered  by  the  County  Welfare  Officer. 

A  “  Buffer  Hostel  ”  to  which  unaccompanied  children  could  be  admitted  for  short  periods  to  relieve 
foster  parents  or  in  emergencies,  was  set  up  within  the  County,  and  proved  useful.  In  several  cases 
arrangements  were  made  for  the  admission  of  children  to  hostels  for  difficult  children  outside  the 
County. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  official  evacuation  was  suspended,  and  the  Welfare  Officer  began  to  deal 
with  the  problems  of  the  return  of  the  “  evacuees  ”  to  their  homes. 

SICK  BAY  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  “  Sick  Bay  ”  at  Risbridge  Home,  Kedington,  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  for 
evacuated  children  who  cannot  conveniently  be  nursed  in  their  billets  or  whose  mothers  have  been 
admitted  to  a  hospital,  or  cannot  for  some  temporary  reason  care  for  them.  One  hundred  and  ten  cases, 
including  61  school  children  and  49  children  under  school  age,  were  admitted  for  the  following  reasons  : — 

Scabies,  13  ;  Septic  Sores,  4  ;  Impetigo,  3  ;  Enuresis,  3  ;  Pneumonia,  2  ;  Enlarged  Glands,  1  ; 
Asthma,  1  ;  Care  and  Maintenance,  83. 


COUNTY  TUBERCULOSIS  SERVICE. 

GENERAL  STATISTICAL  FACTS. 

Eighty-three  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  1944  ;  this  is  a  decrease  of  five 
on  the  corresponding  figure  for  1943  and  is  a  decrease  of  four  on  that  for  1942. 

The  new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year  numbered  thirty-seven, 
which  is  a  decrease  of  one  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  thirty-eight  deaths  was  recorded,  twenty-eight  being  pulmonary  cases 
and  ten  being  non-pulmonary  cases.  In  the  previous  year  the  total  deaths  were  forty-six,  comprising 
thirty-three  pulmonary  cases  and  thirteen  non-pulmonary  cases. 

The  number  of  notified  cases  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  three  hundred  and  eleven. 
The  number  on  the  Register  show's  a  decrease  of  six  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  year. 

I  submit  herewith  a  Table  of  New  Cases  reported  in  1944,  together  with  a  summary  of  the  total 
deaths  from  tuberculosis  in  the  area  during  the  year.

The  total  number  of  cases  treated  at  the  County  Clinic  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  was  one  hundred  and 
sixty-eight,  of  whom  six  were  Sendee  cases.  One  hundred  and  two  new  cases,  including  three  Service 
men,  were  seen  for  the  first  time  at  the  County  Clinic. 

The  diagnosis  in  these  cases  was  : — Syphilis  seven,  Gonorrhoea  thirty,  Non-Venereal  and  Un¬ 
diagnosed  Conditions  sixty-five. 

The  number  of  attendances  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds  County  Clinic  was  one  thousand,  which  includes 
seventeen  visits  by  Service  men. 

During  the  year  four  hundred  and  seventy-one  specimens  were  sent  to  Laboratories  for  examina¬ 
tion  from  the  Clinic  at  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  Of  these  two  hundred  and  sixty-seven  were  blood  specimens 
(one  hundred  and  ninety-five  Wassermann  tests,  sixty-four  Kahn  tests  and  eight  Gonococcal  Comple¬ 
ment  Fixation  Tests)  and  two  hundred  and  four  were  smears. 
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In  addition,  nineteen  West  Suffolk  cases,  making  87  a'  ices,  ai tended  Addenbrooke’s  Hos¬ 
pital,  Cambridge,  and  6  cases  making  61  attendances,  attended  the  East  Suffolk  General  Hospital, 
Ipswich.

The  total  number  of  attendances  fell  by  one  hundred  and  three  to  one  thousand.  Three 
hundred  and  twenty  of  these  attendances  were  at  other  than  the  Wednesday  morning  clinic  at 
times  to  suit  the  patients’  convenience.

Table  Two  shows  that  Syphilis  is  still  a  rare  condition  in  West  Suffolk — it  is  being  imported 
into  the  County  consequent  on  war.  The  decline  in  new  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  and  Non-Venereal 
Conditions  in  male  civilians  is  probably  more  apparent  than  real,  the  stimulus  produced  by  the 
National  Venereal  Disease  Propaganda  Campaign  having  passed  its  original  value.  The  increase 
in  new  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  and  Non-Venereal  Conditions  in  female  civilians  is  not  the  continuing 
result  of  the  propaganda  campaign  but  represents,  and  then  only  in  small  amount,  the  influx  of 
a  number  of  highly  undesirable  camp  followers  into  the  County.  The  general  tone  of  patients 
attending  the  Venereal  Disease  Clinic  is  changing  from  that,  present  until  recent  times,  of  almost 
exclusively  unfortunate  or  unlucky  people  to  a  mixture  of  these  and  people  with  little,  if  any,  moral 
sense  engaged  in  repeated  intercourse  with  multiple  consorts. 

Twenty-six  cases  of  Syphilis  remained  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Of  these  only 
seven  still  had  positive  blood  reactions  and  these  included  five  who  first  came  under  treatment  in 
the  last  two  months  of  the  year,  one  in  July  and  one  a  congenital  case  who  did  not  start  treatment 
until  of  adult  age,  and  who  was  referred  to  the  clinic  as  unable  to  tolerate  any  treatment,  but  who 
now  attends  regularly  and  is  making  slow  but  steady  progress.  The  remaining  nineteen  cases  of 
Syphilis  are  retained  on  the  Register  for  periodic  blood  tests,  they  having  reached  the  stage  when 
four  are  tested  at  one  year’s  interval,  five  at  six  months,  nine  at  three  months  and  one  at  monthly 
intervals. 

Fourteen  cases  of  Gonorrhoea  remained  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year.  These  were 
all  patients  who  first  attended  the  Clinic  in  the  last  few  weeks  of  the  year  and  all  have  since  been 
pronounced  cured.  Treatment  with  Sulphanilamide  drugs  has  greatly  facilitated  the  cure  of 
Gonorrhoea  although  some  females  have  proved  rather  slow  of  cure.  The  advent  of  Penicillin 
which  has  become  available  to  the  Clinic  in  1945  has  further  facilitated  cure  of  this  condition.” 
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Regulation  33  (b). 

During  the  year  40  for  of  notification  were  received.  Of  these  7  were  in  respect  of  women  already 
under  treatment.  The  re;  ning  33  concerned  32  women  and  1  man,  about  whom  investigations  were 
made.  As  a  result,  22  women  and  1  man  attended  the  clinic  and  received  treatment.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


(a)  MILK  SUPPLY. 

(1)  General  Bulk  Milk. 

In  1944  fifty-three  samples  of  bulk  milk  were  examined.  Nineteen  samples  failed  in  the  Methylene 
Blue  and  B.  Coli  tests.  One  hundred  and  seventeen  samples  were  examined  for  the  presence  of  tubercle 
bacilli,  and  seven  were  found  to  be  positive.  In  each  of  these  cases  a  veterinary  inspection  of  the  herd 
was  carried  out  by  the  Divisional  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  who  took  further 
samples  of  milk.  As  a  result  thirteen  cows  were  slaughtered.  The  Veterinary  Inspector  also  made 
an  inspection  of  a  herd,  a  sample  of  whose  milk  had  been  found,  on  examination  in  another  County,  to 
contain  tubercle  bacilli.  As  a  result  of  this  inspection  and  of  the  examination  of  further  samples,  one 
cow  was  slaughtered. 

(2)  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders,  1936-44. 

Accredited  Milk  Licences. 

f. 

During  the  year  102  Producers’  Licences  were  issued,  of  which  16  were  for  the  first  time.  Ten 
licences  were  withdrawn,  one  was  suspended,  two  were  re-instated  and  7  were  transferred  to  tuberculin 
tested  herds.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  86  herds  on  the  Register. 

The  Milk  Officer  took  302  samples  of  milk,  257  of  which  passed  the  tests. 

Tuberculin  Tested  Licences. 

During  the  year  60  Tuberculin  Tested  licences  were  issued,  of  which  18  were  for  the  first  time. 
Two  licences  were  withdrawn.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  58  Tuberculin  Tested  herds  on  the 
Register. 

The  Milk  Officer  took  134  samples,  of  which  120  passed  the  tests. 

(3)  Veterinary  Inspection  of  Cattle. 

The  Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  has  supplied  the  following 
Statistics  of  his  work  during  the  year  : — 5,043  animals  in  68  Tuberculin  Tested  herds,  9,625  animals 
in  292  Accredited  herds,  and  8,938  animals  in  802  non-designated  herds  were  examined.  Of  these  3 
animals  in  Accredited  herds  and  2  in  non-designated  herds  were  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 
The  statutory  tests  were  carried  out  on  6,431  animals  in  Tuberculin  Tested  and  Certified  herds,  and 
33  reactors  were  found. 

(4)  Milk  in  Schools  Scheme. 

This  scheme  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  County,  and  efforts  were  made  to  secure  either 
tuberculin  tested  or  pasteurised  milk  wherever  this  was  obtainable.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  percentage  of  children  with  excellent  nutrition  was  lower  than  in  1943, 
but  so  also  was  the  percentage  with  sub-normal  and  bad  nutrition,  and  the  percentage  with  normal 
nutrition  was  consequently  higher. 

The  scheme  for  providing  school  meals  has  been  still  further  extended. 

By  the  courtesy  of  the  Chief  Education  Officer,  I  give  the  following  report,  which  has  been  supplied 
by  him  : —

These  figures  represent  thirty-seven  per  cent,  of  the  number  of  children  on  roll. 

During  the  year  October,  1943 — October,  1944,  five  self-contained  canteens  were  opened 
and  arrangements  are  going  forward  for  the  opening  of  four  further  self-contained  canteens. 

As  regards  Dining  Room  and  Kitchen  Units,  approval  has  been  received  from  the  Ministry 
of  Education  for  the  erection  by  the  Ministry  of  Works  of  one  Dining  Room  and  Kitchen  unit  pro¬ 
viding  250  meals  daily  and  one  Kitchen  unit  providing  75  meals  daily. 

Further  schemes  covering  six  schools  are  in  various  stages  of  preparation  and  will  be  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  of  Education  for  the  necessary  approvals. 

As  regards  the  Secondary  Schools,  approximately  600  pupils  are  having  school  meals,  which 
represents  60  per  cent,  of  the  pupils  in  attendance.”

( b )  Infectious  Diseases  and  School  Children. 

General. 

During  1944  no  school  was  closed  on  account  of  infectious  disease.  48  Low  Attendance  Certificates 
were  issued  by  the  Medical  Department  in  respect  of  the  following  conditions  : — 

Whooping  Cough  15,  Measles  3,  Chickenpox  3,  Influenza  11,  Coughs  and  Colds  3,  Mumps  1, 
Scarlet  Fever  8,  Scarlet  Fever,  Chickenpox  and  Whooping  Cough  2,  Chickenpox  and  Whooping  Cough 
1,  Rubella  1. 

(c)  Infectious  Disease  Hospital. 

As  reported  last  year,  the  emergency  infectious  disease  hospital  at  Highbury  House  was  closed  in 
1943,  but  was  retained  on  a  care  and  maintenance  basis.  It  was  found  necessary  to  open  it  for  a  short 
time  on  two  occasions  in  July  and  August,  to  deal  with  those  newly  arrived  evacuees,  who  were  found 
on  medical  examination  to  be  unfit  for  billeting.  On  each  of  these  occasions,  one  of  the  health  visitors 
acted  as  sister-in-charge,  and  Nursing  Auxiliaries  were  lent  by  the  West  Suffolk  General  Hospital.  As 
each  party  of  patients  included  able-bodied  women  the  domestic  work  was  carried  out  by  them  and 
the  necessity  of  engaging  staff  for  such  short  periods  was  thus  avoided. 

During  this  time  43  persons,  including  1 1  under  school  age,  24  of  school  age  and  8  adults,  were 
admitted  for  the  following  reasons  : — Scabies  12,  Impetigo  2,  Ringworm  1,  Vermin  10,  Urticaria  1, 
Septic  Sores  1,  Whooping  Cough  2,  Stomatitis  1,  Contacts  13. 

(d)  Treatment  of  Scabies. 

During  the  year  456  cases,  of  whom  217  were  of  school  age,  103  under  school  age,  and  136  adults, 
were  referred  to  the  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  for  treatment.  Of  these,  36  were  evacuated  and  420 
were  local  people. 

(e)  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

Immunisation  of  new  entrants  to  schools  and  children  who  for  some  reason  had  not  been  previously 
protected,  was  carried  out  routinely  in  the  schools  and  clinics. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  schools  were  used  as  centres  for  the  inoculation  of  pre-school  children 
when  no  infant  welfare  clinic  was  accessible. 

During  the  year  298  school  children  and  833  children  under  school  age  were  immunised. 

(/)  Cancer. 

The  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  patients  suffering  from  Cancer  were  as  in  previous  years. 
24  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Council’s  Institutions. 

During  the  year  221  deaths  from  Cancer  occurred.  This  number  is  15.2%  of  the  total  deaths.  The

Institutions. 

Fifteen  persons  were  maintained  in  Public  Assistance  Institutions,  three  in  special  Schools,  and 
four  in  Institutions  for  the  Mentally  Defective. 

Work  of  Home  Teacher  and  Visitor. 

The  Home  Teacher  has  paid  787  routine  visits  during  the  year,  and  given  18  lessons  in  Braille  and 
5  in  Moon  Type. 

Home  Workers. 

The  arrangement  with  the  Norwich  Institution  for  the  Blind  for  the  supervision  of  the  Home 
Workers  in  the  County  is  still  in  force.  There  were  three  such  workers  recognised  under  the  scheme. 

Workshop  Workers. 

One  person  was  maintained  in  an  institution  for  the  Blind,  where  he  was  employed  in  the  workshop 
throughout  the  year. 

Other  Workers. 

In  addition  to  the  recognised  “  Home  Workers,”  twelve  persons  were  employed  in  remunerative 
occupations  as  follows  Basket  and  Cane  Workers,  1  ;  Boot  repairers,  2  ;  Braille  Copyist,  1  ;  Net 
maker,  1  ;  Wood-worker,  1  ;  others,  4  ;  in  sighted  industry.  2. 

Domiciliary  Assistance. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  125  blind  persons,  including  4  evacuees,  were  in  receipt  of  domiciliary  assist¬ 
ance. 

(2)  WEST  SUFFOLK  VOLUNTARY  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Association  continued  to  give  to  blind  people  that  assistance  that  does  not  come  within  the 
province  of  the  Statutory  Committee.  Grants  were  given  at  Christmas  time,  for  holidays,  and  in  times 
of  special  needs. 

The  social  activities  of  the  Association  were  maintained  in  spite  of  war-time  difficulties,  and  several 
“social^”  and  “parties”  were  arranged.
